A vacation hearing on the realty 
company petition was held August 
10 in Gulfport. 

The petition sought a temporary 
injunction to enjoin any action be- 
ing taking on a Hancock County 
circuit court judgment against 
the realty firm which had been af- 
firmed by the Mississippi Supreme 
Court. 

Johness Realty is a New Orleans 
firm and Jehle Brothers are Mont- 
gomery, Ala, contractors.

Grant ruled Jehle Brothers should 
recover $13,915.16 from the realty 
firm in connection with a contract 
involving construction of a store 
building in Bay St. Louis. 

The decision was appealed to 
the Mississippi Supreme Court 
which affirmed the circuit’ court 
action in a ruling given on June 
5, 1961, and overruled a sugges- 
tion of error on July 12, 1961. 

The chancery court petition for 
a temporary injunction was aim- 
ed at restraining Jehle Brothers, 
their attorneys, Hancock Sheriff 
Gerald V. Price, Sr. and Hancock 
Circuit Clerk Lamar Otis from 
taking action on the circuit court 
judgment. 

The petition asserted the state 
supreme court erred in its order 
which affirmed the judgment as 
being against Allen H. Johness, Jr., 
an individual, whereas the circuit 
court judgment was against John- 
ess Realty Co., a corporation.

Shade Trees Should 
Be Well Watered 


Shade trees should be well sup- 
plied with water during summer 
drought periods. This is of "vital 
"mportance to recently planted 
trees, and is beneficial to those 
-f any age. Ordinary lawn sprink- 
ting will not suffice for trees that 
stand in the turf area. The grass 
plants absord nearly all of the 
water generally applied in sprink- ` 
ling and practically none soaks 8 
more than one or two inches in- 
to the soil. During dry, hot' 
weather trees should be watered | 
at intervals of about seven to ten, 
days. More frequent watering 
required in sandy, weli drained 
soil than in clay.
